' THE YUKON EXPEDITION. 



A territory that may prove as great a 
treasure as "King Solomon's uiincs" is 
now receiving the careful attention of the 
department of the interior at Ottawa. Tho 
Hon. Thomas White lia.s always nianifo.stod 
a deep interest in tho devcloimiont nt our 
mineral roaources, and iia.s evidently an 
•J .jijabiding faith in the wealth that lies hid- 
; den in the bowels of tiuit portion of the 
earth comprised within tiio limits of tho 
Canadiiin ounfudoration. The district 
wliich is agitating mining speculators mure 
than, any other now oui.siilo of our own 
immediate interior, is tho torritory wa- 
..; tppBd by tlmt wonderful stroiim, tho Yu- 
kon river,' which . is; according to Lieut. 
. l iSohwatka, who explored it for the United 
States govennnont in 1883, over two 
thousand miles in lougtli. Some 783 
milss tlow tlu'ough Canadian territory in 
the northwestern part of this province, 
the bahiuuo being in the United iSiaies. In 
1883. tUoigpvernuient of Biitisli Columbia 
, caliodi^bo. attention of the Dominion gov- 
ernment to the petition of Wm. Moore, 
soliciting aid towards organizing an ex- 
ploring expedition to tlie headwaters of 
the Yukon river. In tho course of his com- 
munication he pointed out that this 
stream was navigable to stoauiora of light 
, draught lot* a distance of 1,500 nules, and 
ji liilla^jiibe '^£!iuiadian I territory, .through 
which it wound ita sinuous way, was rich 
in gold and other minerals, well timlnM-ed 
and po8se8se<l of a soil and climate .ul.'ijit- 
ed for agricultural puriiuses. 'Tlie 
' Moore expedition was regarded at

,. ition.'a .Scheme for exploring the great 
northern range of Dominion torritory 
watered by the I'eel, Mackenzie ami 
Yukon rivers, but no doliinto action ap- 
(,'opeaxB to have been taken up to tho tinut 
■y jofjhis leaving ottice. Soon after tho ac- 
cession of Hon. Thomas Wliitc, tlio jiros- 
.■ft'ctntiiiunister of the interior, considerable 
. I attention was given to the suliject, and in 
June last it was concluded to .send a joint 
geologiwil and topographical e.Kpeilitii lu to 
the Yukon country, one branch to pro- 
ceed through the iStickeen, Cassiar, Dca.so 
and north branch of tho Liard and l^oUy 
branch' of tlie Yukon river, to a point 
. where tho.Pelly joins the main Yukon. 
. This will be the point of rendezvous. The 
other branch of the uxijodition will jiroceed 
by tho Cliilcotin inlet, tiie I'ttrrier jiass, 
Lake Linodman and tho main branch ot t hi' 
Yukon, joining thootiier party at t he point 
of confluence botweon the I'elly hranch.'iud 
the main river. From tliis point, which 
will be tho base of operations, short ex- 
peditions will be taken up the hi-anches of 
the Yukon on both sides, and down the 
main stream in the direction of tlu! inter- 
national boundary. Dr. Dawson, sun 
>>; olu)6iE; William, ^asaisiant director of 
. the geological : survey, will 'personally 
conduct that portion relating to tho 
geological and natural history of tho 
country and will also superviKC! l iiat Hec- 
-liiion of the oxplonition wliicii in iK^eeH.fary 
ii,:to,the topographical work in tho first d<^- 
iMScribed.branch. Mr. Wni.Ogilv y, !>. L.S., 
.ii aiid'/aBtronomer, Ottawa, will, under Dr. 
IfewBon's xiirection, take charge' of the 
topographiad work, and make an accurate 
survey aiul meaBuronient, of as nnu'li of t.lie 
Yukon as lies within Hritisli territory, it 
is probable tliat Mr. ( )gilvoy will remain in 
tho district tho wlxdo of tho winter of 
.1 1887, but Dr. Dawson will roturn lu^xtfail 
.,'i.l>yi<-uief,lObilco^>Yukon route, which will 
' ; enable him to obtain accurate geological 
data of tho whole route to lie tniversed )iy 
tho expedition. As the result of the in- 
quiriesiwhich have been made it is thonght 
•'lilike^ (that. the portion of the expedition 
. underrDri". Dawson's charge will bo ahlo to 
make an exploratory and tmok 
survey, with astronomical deter- 
mination of points' on the Stickocn 
river, nnd tho remainder of tho route, 
until ho joins Mr. Ogilvey, which will lu.a- 
terially add to the geographical and geo- 
logical knowledge of tlio whole region. 
The expedition will leave Yict<u'ia early 
in May, and it is calcuhitod Mr. Ogilvey 
will reach tho simnnit of the I'orrier I'a.ss 
about the firat of Juno, and that after a 
junction has beonofrectcd tliere will lie a 
, clear month within wliicli to ox|ilore (he 
; surroundlQig country and yet-enablo iJi-. 
,. [Jl)|iw;(ipn geti put^in tho fall before the 
rivers are frozoni. The department of 
the interior has - information to tho oli'ect 
that the deposits of placer 'gold on tho 
.Yukon and its branches are attractinji 
.'. much attention in mining circles all over 
Uie country, and that a largo niimlior of 
men have been at work witli spades and 
shovels for the past two seasons; this 
wo know to be a fact. In 188(1 there 
wore nearly 1,000 men omjiloyod.^ A 
proposition has boon niailo by an impor- 
laiib »nd experiencod company to erect a 
quwUl.wuaning mill if the govornmunt 
wUl make arrangements to eiiablo tlio 
com^ny to acquire mining rights and 



their opcrntions. Thus it will be scon 
that tho results of tho expedition will he 
valuablej not. only from a 8ciontitic_ but as 
well from a practical stiindpohit. • 

GENERAL HAMLEY ON HOME DE- 
FENCE. 

General Hamloy, a brother of lion. 
Wyiiiond Hamloy of this city, and i)ei liapa 
the ablest soldier in the iinglisli house of 
cmiiuioiis, takes exactly the opposite lino 
on the ([nesli<iii of liouu^ defeiiee to Ijord 
Randolph Uhurcliill. lie thinks, .says tho 
London iAti/j/ iVcK'jt, tliat our gre;it eoiii- 
nieioial ports are unproti^eled, and that a 
largo immediate outlay is rei(uircd to put. 
tliom in trim. Captain Coloiuli, however, 
who HU[)jported gouoiiiUy iSir Edward 
1 laiiiley's views, deprecated any addition 
to the estimates or to the taxation of tho 
euuutry. It ^vill he oli.sc'rved tliat Sir 
Edward llaiuloy si)oke of the groat value 
of submarine mines and torpudooa in af- 
fording a safeguard to our ports, oHi)oi;ially 
sucli as are at. tlie mouths of rivers. But 
these things hi;loiig to tho class of do- 
fences which ie((iiire no vory olabiU'ide 
jn-ojiaratioii since they can he jircidiiced 
on an eniergeucy with all reasonalili^ 
speed. Wo cannot follow Mr. l*ietiiii in 
his ohoorful reliance upon the goodwill of 
foreign nations, and our ostoemed vuhin- 
tcei s. But in tho event of war it is wi'alth 
t hat- tells, and it is absurd for a rich in- 
tlustrial country to establish a permanent 
drain upon its resources by a constant at- 
tempt to lie ready foi- war at any luoiaent. 
Tho important pohit is to Imvo our do- 
fences in such a <iondition that thuy can 
always bo made available to resist attack. 
'I'lie (lltilif .s,'iys that. Sir Kdward llaniley 
never used his high professional autlmrity 
to liettjr purposi^ than by .setting hefoi'e 
the nation the eiiiiuently uns.atisfaetory 
eiiiidiliou of ijwr homo defences. The 
imblic have lately tJiken nuieh inlerest in 
the question of imperial defence, but tin y 
needed t<i bo reminded that tho very cita 
del of our power, on which all onth ing 
defences must. de|iend, is vulneralili! ,al 
uiiiiiy p'-in's. Muithoi our navy nor oiir 
com iiiorciiU ports are capable, as niatteis 
sUiiid at present, of bidding deliance to 
an enterprising enemy. Eyerything is 
trusted to tho first luio of dofoiice, the 
rtoot; let that break down, and wi^ might 
see either the l.'inding of an invading army 
at rortsmoul li or I'lymoiilli, or Liverpool 
.hold to ransom by ahostile lleet . 'rheseant 
not imaginary dangers, they stare US in tlie 
face, and although something is lieinu 
done to meet them, Genend Hamloy con- 
clusively shows that the process is al 
t( ii;ellier too slow. As the greatest com - 
niorciid nation in tlu' world putting aside 
other consiileral ions -we onglit not tn he 
.Ditistied with anything less than absidute 
security. Can this be obtained / Un- 
doubtedly; it is merely a <|ue.stion of 
money, and that, too, not of e.\eessive 
amount, (ieiieral ll.aiiiley I'stiniales that 
something over live millions wmdil .suilico 
to render the ports of lingland impreg- 
nable. The reipiirement.s fm thai pur- 
pose are a coniph ie system of torpedo 
submarine defem es, .-m ample provision 
of light ai-tilleiy to jirotect these from 
111 i.st ile lio.-r.-t. .ami the inonntiini of very 
piiwerful I'lclii.-iiK-r .it every |ioil nf ini- 
jiortance, to keep iionclad.s at ji ilistanei'. 
Were those simple means adojdoil, there 
would be no dai^gor of either our nav;il or 
commercial harbors being captured during 
the absence of the cliannel fleet. Each 
could hold the enemy at bay, and even if 
a limding were effected at .mnie defence- 
less s[)ot on the coast, the iriv.-idei- would 
iKjt pos.sess tho iinuienso advantage of a 
secure base of operations. From the 
luonient he marched inland ho would he 
I'/i I'oir. subject, at anj' moment, to lind- 
iug his I'l iiiimunieations cut, and his 
troops compelled to depend for KuliHistenco 
anil iiiiitrrii l on what could lie ]iicl;i'd uj) 
.11 riiiit,' to London, hiveii the most reck- 
less comiuander would pause before lu! 
attempted sucli a perilous feat, knowing 
wull tlint a single reverae or even an5' ser- 
ious delay would necessitate capitulation. 
(leiU!i';il llamley's scheme ImnM' de- 
fence goes nincli farther than this, how- 
ever. Ho asks for another million to ren- 
der tho land forces available at a nio- 
nieut's notice to take tho held against an 
invader. This may be called our third 
lino of defence, tho first being tho fleet, 
.'imltlie seeoml tlie fortilicd posts on the 
coasts. Nor .-ire we delieient. in the raw 
materials for a defensive army of the high- 
est quality. But as mattiis st.-iiiil, the 
greater portion would be almnst wort hless 
in any sudden emergency. That the vol- 
unteers iuid militia would respond with 
patriotic alacrity to a cjdl to arms goes 
witlioiit s.ayiug. But they could not take 
the lii:ld ; "they .-ire still destitute of ihe 
equipiuont necessary fiU' that pur])ose. 
Geneml Haniley expresses a conhdunt 
opinion that were this fatal defect romo- 
dieil, the anxil.-iry troops <■! niiliined with 
t he cegnliirs eould oH'cr snecessfiil resis- 
t.UK'eto any invading foree. Nor is he 
the lirst who has spoken to this offuct; 
oilier high authorities have pronounced, 
tiuK^ afti r t ime, that the auxiliary forces 
witliiiiit eipiipmont are a sham and a du- 
liisiiiii. \Vhy then does England still 
pl.ai'e (le|ienilence on such a rickety pro|i, 
when she lia.-' it in her pow(tr to reinler 
it strong and t rust wortiiy Simply 1h!- 
cause the counsels of tho lllingwoithH and 
Pictons have lieeii allowed to prevail. 
E([iiipincnt caimut bo obtained for uotli 
iiig, aiul the auxiliary troops 'are therefore 
kept in an inofUciont condition, l)ecause 
it would cost soiiiething to ni.ake them ef- 
licient. It is hniniliat ing to have to niakc^ 
t his eonfessioii ; in former times the spirit 
of the country would not have j)ermitted 
the national system of defence to remain 
ineoiii|)leto, out of doforonce to the econ- 
oiny-at-any-prico school. Wo have hojio, 
liowe\er, that Sir Kdward llatnley'.s bold 
and si'ai'chiiig exposure of tho danger in 
which t ho einint i-y Ht.uids will exercise a 
wholesome efle t on pnhlic opinion.

Mr.'Piior said that in rising lo propose 
a certain anionduient he knew he was lay- 
ing himaelf open to bo charged by certain 
persons with being an irreligious and 
abandoned m.iii. (Cries of ".No, no. ") 
Hut lie Ihoiiglit tliiit, ;iiiyoiie who bad 
known him since ho had ((eeii in tin* prov- 
ince would never lay that to his charge. 
He had the greatoHt respect for all riiver- 
ont things and for those who opcndy pro- 
fess to be religions, but what he objec-t- 
ed to wjis Ib.'it tlie local boiiseorany (dher 
body should liiiva powi-r to Siiy in what 
manner any man slioiibl .<pe]id 1 he .Sunday. 
Sunday was given for a day of real, 
arid wliab v/aa. rest for one man 
was not for another. Hoiuirahio mo.n- 
bors must reiuonibor that, all nnui 
were no so forliiniilely nituateil 
as thoy were. A large number id' nion 
had to guiti their living by working hard 
from Monday morning till Saturday night 
\vithout n chance uf getting out ..into ihu 
country. Many of thoni were cooped up 
in shops and factories at a sedentary eni- 
ploymont and Sunday wa« tho only day 



cxcrciso or onjoymont. He was not apeak 
ing in tho interest of nioU who were woll 
to-do in the world and their own mastoi-a, 
but in the interest of those wlio unfortun- 
ately were not in such a corafortiible posi- 
tion. Every man should bo allowed . fco 
spend the Sunday as his cunscienco die- 
tJitod. There were many ivoi'se wnya for 
a hard working man to aiKHid his Sunday 
thtin by taking a tramp through the woods 
with his gun and getting his liinga filled 
with fresh air. He thus benefitted hiiu- 
Bolf both physically atid' morally. He ha4 
never boon out ahooti'iig on Sunday him- 
self, because he could get cut any other 
day; but tli.at was no rctisoii why others 
should not (h) so. A friend had bdd him 
that he had been inforined that "Prior" 
was an utter failure in tlie huuau, that ho 
liad even voted for allowing ahooting on 
Sundays." If standing up in tho hpuao 
and fearlessly speaking his mind was "fidl 
lire," he was perfectly willing to be con- 
sidered a failure, but so long as liis con- 
science tolil him that ho was trying to do 
his best for the mtijority of the [jeuplu he 
had the luinor to represent he was [ler- 
fectly inditroront as to what stjiiio narrow- 
minded personajnight bhink of him. ' $e 
moved that bhe woidS "Sunday or Christ- 
mas day" bo sbruck put of claUBe 2— re- 
lating to the times at'whicli "game might 
bo shot. 

Hull. Mr. Ivobson sail! he iilan fearlessly 
stood up in Ibis house tuid opposed any 
juxijiosition that this assombly should say 
there should bo no Sabluith. Tho |)rojK>- 
sition was to idlow tho.se who did not look 
upon tho Stibbiith as a ri-ligioiis holiday to 
speuil it in sucli a nutiiimr tia to interfere 
with and become ti iinisaiicc to those who 
did regard it as it religious holiilay. The 
house could not legishite to prevent peo- 
ple from enjoying thomsulvea on Sunday, 
but it could prevent them from doing so 
in such a manner as to be ofl'enaivo to a 
Christiiui ctuiunuiiit. AVe were a part of 
the 15ritisli empire, ;iiid how did the peo- 
[jIc of that nation regard the Sabb.-ith!' 
They db.served the bibb^ .Sabbath, and not 
as a (Say for cricket, foot-b;dl and shooting. 

Mr, Pi ior — That is the old style. 

Hon. Mr. Robsmi — Yes; that is bhe stylo 
under tho old flag. He hoped ho would 
at all times st.-nid up in this house, if be 
had to stand alone, to oppose any at.tcmiit. 
to break in upon the proper .Sabbath idi- 
Kcrvance. 

Col. Baker took much the s;uiie view as 
tho honorable mover of the icsolntion, 
Chas. Kingsley, one of the best men who 
had over lived, advised his young men to 
go to chiircli on .Sunday nniriiiiig, and to 
turn out ami [ihiy cricket in the afternoon. 
Me did not think tho.se who did this woidd 
go very far iistray. 

Mr. Heaven took the same view of the 
question as Iho last sjieakor. lie did nut 
think these words upon the statute at all 
necessary. All had their own views .about 
the .Stibbath mid he had hi.s. lie bidieved 
in its proper observance, but members of 
the house should not forget those wfio 
might he ditlerently sitnateil from theni- 
solvoB and at work all the; wcuk till late 
on Saturday. He would therefore vote 
for atrikuig bhe \^ord8 out. ProlNdtly 
many in the house knew that, in th«> days 
he went shooting hi' h.ad ;dw;iyri refr.-iineil 
nun hunting on Sunday. Hut it was dif- 
ferent- w ith men at work all tlio week, mid 
ho boped such discussion as this wn.ild 
show the enijdoyers of 1,-ibor the ne 
cessity of giving their emjdoyes a holi- 
day during tho week for rocrejitiori. 

Mr. Ladner thought it would be a most 
remarkid)le thing for a bouse which ojieii- 
od its sessions eveiy niorning with prayer 
to vote to strike out these words and to 
sanction Sunday shooting. 

Mr. T. Davie -quite agreed with the 
moviT of the resolution, ;ind was in favor 
of striking the words out. Hut lu; would 
even go further and [iropose the repeal of 
so much of the Sabbath observ.nice law as 
prevents shooting on .Sunday. To secure 
at the same time the s;inctity of the .Sab- 
bath ho would favor a clause making it 
unlawful to discharge firearms on any 
Sumlay within two mih-s of .-uiy church. 
The house should not forget t hose who 
were confined at work all the week. IJy 
taking recreation on Sunday men wei-t; 
obeying the laws of (iod and m;ui. 

Mr, Anderson considered that shooting 
on .Sunday Would-be no worn than play- 
ing cards and visiting saloons. 

Air. (irant s.-iid as there w.ns an .-ict 
.-dready on the st /it lit e i-overiiiir the groiiml 
he was in favor of striking the woi-ds out. 

Mr. lliggins said that as there wtis 
already an act that provided for the ])io- 
per observance of Sunday he should vote 
to St l ike out these words. As the exist- 
ing act was not enforced, what hojie coiilil 
there be of the enfoicenii-iit of tins / He 
fa\'oi eil a li.df hodday on .'^al u iiLiy, tuiil 
when tli.al was conceded the .Sunday law 
could be enforced. 

It w.is resolved to strike out the words 
by a vote of 18 to 3, Messrs. Robson, 
iiole and Ladner oidy voting to retain 
thorn.

TllK LOST MKXICO. 

Kiirtlier anil Ili'tHlleil Ai'ciiuiitH from tUo 
Wreck -Tlie Cniw .MiiU'er Conslilnmblu lu- 
cuiiv nili'iice lui tli(> Itoiicli During 
the Cold Night. 

Tho stoanior Ijoiiise, which arrived 
from the Mainland early yesterday morn- 
uig, brought down Captain Huntington, 
and the steamship Ancoii, wliich arrived 
from Port Tuwiisend yesterday, brought 
over Purser .) olinson, of the wrecked steam- 
ship Me.vico. From the latter a few in- 
teresting details of tho disaster were 
gleaned.* He said: 

"After wo left Xaiiaimo all went well 
and we wore fee i tig in excellent spirits, 
nev er dreaiiiing t i.al, ilaiigor was ahead. 
In lael, 1 had intended to got up a good 
April fool joke mi our freight clerk for 
the iio.xt nuniiing, tho plan being to go to 
him and scare him half out of his wit's 
hy tolling him to got up' as tfio vessel 
was aslim-e. It seems to bo most peeuliai' 
that I should be I liiiikilig of such a thing, 
and I wont to bod fooling as hajpiiy as 
possible. About 12:50 a.m. F'riday morn- 
ing 1 was suddenly awakened by being 
thrown from my bod across the room to 
the door. 1 picked luysolf up, and on 
gaining the dock saw what bad happened. 
.As I reached tho dock the captain was 
just coming out of his door, and I heird 
him say- 1 tell you it was pitiful to hoar 
him too '.My Cod I Morrison, what have 
you dono r He then ran to the ongine- 

I m aud the engines wore stopped, in 

less than ten seconds from tho 
liino sho struck. Ca|)tain Morrison 
was on the bridge when llii> aeeident liap- 
jieiied and t he slat euiiMit thai he wtis down 
lieliiw getting something to eat is false. 
.After she was hard and fast, the erew 
were ordered olf tlKj^shipand taken to the 
beach, where tents wore erected and mat- 
ters made as comfortable as possible under 
the circumstances. Tho captJiiu and tdti- 
cors stayed with t he ship until morning. 
As soon as help arriv ed nonie were taken 
to \'ict*iria and others to I'ort Townsend 
vvliere thirty-one of tho cr«w were tiiins- 
f erred to tho Elder. Tho Mexico was go- 
ing about fourteen knots an limir when 
she struck the reef and lies t lirce-miart ers 
of a mile from the p 'int on which the old 
California struck ten years ago. 1 sou in 
your report that you .s;iy sho is owned by 
.lohn Bermiiigham. That is not so as he 
is only the agent at San Francisco. Uarts- 
hm n (t Wilcox are ber ownore. Sho was 
built in I.S.S2 by tlie Dickie I>ros., ■■vr the 
Prntrero, South San l'"iaiiciseii. We all feel 
pretty gliiiii over the allair as the Hi:;vicn 
has been a home for most of us for a con- 
siderable time, and a finer ship 1 never 
sailed in lus far as comfort is conconted. "
